RED TAPE CAN’T INTERFERE 


Dayton, O., M arch 28.— All but a 
few of those hundreds of persons who 
have been marooned in the downtown 
section of flooded Dayton since Tues­ 
day morning are safe. 
Chief of Polic,e J. N. Allaback, him- 
sedf marooned, who has been dire't- 
ing the rescue work, pave the first 
information 
as to the 
situation 
iu 
what has heretofore been the water- 
bound district. 
Except for possible loss of life on 
the north side of the river there w ill 
not be more than 200 dead in Dayton, 
accordinp to Allaback's estim ate after 
he had been given information as to 
the situation on the south side. 
The worst condition found near the 
center of the flood was in the work­ 
house, where sixty prisoners have not 
had a drop of water nor a bite of 
food since Tuesday.

The men

had been unable to get near the P h il­ 
lips house and did not know whether 
tlje mayor would be found dead or 
alive.

The progress of the first canoe into 
the waterbound district was greeted 
by appeals for bread and water.

Although cheeriHi by news from the 
flood sone's Interior Governor Cox’s 
secretary, 
Mr. Burba, 
was scarcely 
able to credit the assertion. From his 
own observations of the southern dis­ 
trict he was unable to believe that the 
death list would he under 1.500. 
“ There are 10,000 unaccounted for 
on this side of the river," he said, 
“ and if all but 200 of these are found 
it w ill be a great m iracle.” 
It was Impossible to approach within 
a couple of blocks of the fire zone In 
the canoe, but there appeared every 
indication that the Beckel House had 
not been burned and that the fire had 
been confined to the blocks beyond 
Jefferson and Third streets.

More than $35,000 already has been 
expended and the president is deter­ 
mined that no red tape shall stand 
in the way of instant relief every­ 
where. 
Secretary 
Garrison of 
the 
war department left on orders from 
the president to survey the situation 
in Ohio and direct the government's 
relief expeditions. 
Mr. W ilson announced that if com­ 
munication with the 
flood 
districts 
continued im perfect and the presence 
of the chief executive was required 
to issue emergency executive orders 
he would go to the zone of the dis­ 
aster himself 
The president did 
little else 
be­ 
sides his work on the flood situation 
and he is ready to set aside other 
business before him to assist the au­ 
thorities of Ohio and Indiana. 
Post maHter General Burleson is con­ 
templating a quick Journey to Ohio if 
the mail situutiou is not soon im­ 
proved. 
M ail routes aerosB the conti­ 
nent are badly affected and the tusk 
of disentangling the mail service to 
points in Ohio and Indiana untouched 
by floods has reached a crisis.

RED TAPE CAN'T INTERFERE 


Dayton, O., March 28.— All but a 
few of those hundreds of persons who 
have been marooned in the downtown 
section of flooded Dayton since Tues­ 
day morning are safe. 
Chief of Police J. N. Allaback, him­ 
self marooned, who has been direct­ 
ing the rescue work, gave the first 
Information 
as to the 
situation 
in 
what has heretofore been the water- 
bound district. 
Except for possible loss of life on 
the north side of the river there will 
not be more than 200 dead in Dayton, 
according to Aliaback’s estim ate after 
he had been given information as to 
the situation on the south side. 
The worst condition found near the 
center of the flood was in the work­ 
house, where sixty prisoners have not 
had a drop of water nor a bite of 
food since Tuesday. 


Workhouse Prisoners Revolt. 


The men revolted 
Tuesday night 
and demanded 
their 
liberty and a 
chance to fight for their lives. 
Since 
then the workhouse has been a mad­ 
house, according 
to 
Superintendent 
Johnson. 
The 
prisoners repeatedly 
fought with Johnson and threatened 
to kill both him and his family. 
Johnson asked that a detachment 
of the national guard be assigned to 
help him handle the men. He declared 
that the men would have to be shot 
it they escaped from their cells. 
No 
word 
has 
been 
heard 
from 
Mayor Phillips. 
The chief of police 
had been unable to get near the Ph il­ 
lips house and did not know whether 
the mayor would be found dead or 
alive. 
North of Burns avenue, as far as 
Fourth street, the water was found 
to be from three to six feet deep. 


Grocery Stores Commandeered. 


Beyond Fourth street the water has 
receded to make it possible in many 
places to proceed 
on 
foot. 
From 
Fourth street to the Big Miami river 
relief work was taken up by a com­ 
mittee headed by Chief Allaback. All 
grocery 
stores 
were commandeered 
and although in most cases the goods 
were covered 
with water 
sufficient 
supplies were found to prevent great 
suffering among those in the interior 
dry strip. 
W h ile there may be many deaths in 
Individual 
homes, 
which 
have been 
without food or drink, there was no 
place except 
the 
workhouse 
where 
any considerable number of people 
were without food. 
None had had 
enough, but no case approaching act­ 
ual starvation was found. 
Knowledge that the death list is 
likely to prove so low in the down­ 
town section gave rise to a hope that 
even in North Dayton, about which 
nearly all hope had been abandoned, 
there 
might 
be 
com paratively 
few 
deaths. 


Appeal for Bread and Water. 


The progress of the first canoe into 
the waterbound district was greeted 
by appeals for bread and water. 
In 
nearly every house left standing peo­ 
ple were asked whether there had 
been any deaths and with only a few 
exceptions all replied that there had 
not. 
Although cheered by news from the 
flood zone’s interior Governor Cox’s 
secretary, 
Mr. Burba, 
was scarcely 
able to credit the assertion. From his 
own observations of the southern dis­ 
trict he was unable to believe that the 
death list would be under 1,500. 
“ There are 10,000 unaccounted for 
on this side of the river,” he said, 
“ and if all but 200 of these are found 
it will be a great miracle.” 
It wns impossible to approach within 
a couple of blocks of the fire zone in 
the canoe, but there appeared every 
indication that the Beckel House had 
not been burned and that the fire had 
been confined to the blocks beyond 
Jefferson and Third streets, 


Hotel Guests Comfortable. 


The 300 guests of the Algonquin ho­ 
tel have been kept comfortable, ex­ 
cept for the continuous dread of fire.

Not only were the war and the post­ 
office departments straining every ef­ 
fort to be of assistance, but the navy 
department issued orders to its re­ 
cruiting stations in the Central W est 
to send marines, physicians and offi­ 
cers to 
co-operate 
with the

medical staffs. 
Pow er boats and skiffs were dis­ 
patched from naval stations on the 
Great I^akes. 
Secretary McAdoo of the treasury 
department sent Surgeon General Blue 
of the
